For  too  many  year*  now  Bnitsb  Colum- 
bia has  been  ‘ r^VinR  for  the  mountain.^  *' 
wtlh  a freight  rate  differential  that  runs  to 
25  per  cent  above  standard  Prairie  rates 
Fvery  Provincial  Government  aero's  the  Ray 
in  modern  time*  has  experienced  the  results 
of  that  'I  hey  were,  and  are.  not  pleasant 
Domestic  trade  and  export  ramifications  arc 
affected.  British  Columbfa  traders  find  them- 
aelves  blocked  at  many  a point  with  im- 
portant Canadian  markets  shut  out  from 
them.  They  have  had  the  feeling  lor  a long 
time  now  that  it  is  not  reasonable  to  ask  one 
FVovincf  to  pay  for  the  geography  of  Can- 
ada. for  the  presence  of  the  Rocky  .Moun- 
tains where  they  are. 

The  issue  of  the  mountain  differential 
arises  sharply  through  the  current  request  of 
C.anadian  railroatls  for  a '0  per  cent  general 
increase  in  their  freight  tariffs.  If  any  sueh 
increase  is  granted  on  the  basis  of  lodav  s 
freight  structure  it  would  be  superimposed 
on  the  mountain  differential  That  would 
mean  that  a substanrial  portion  of  British 
Columbia's  potential  markets  would  again 
be  circumscribed,  and  that  in  a discriminatory 
and  not  a national  manner.  Naturally  the 
requested  increase  is  being  opposed  in  British 
Columbia,  with  two  hazards  to  fear  m place 
of  one. 

The  arguments  in  the  freight  rates  hear- 
ings are  extremely  involved,  but  every  Brit- 
i.sh  Columbian  has  seen  a part  of  the  effect 
of  the  mountain  differential  He  pays  (or  it 
when  he  goes  shopping  He  pays  for  it  when 
be  feeds  his  livestock  He  pays  for  it  when 
Lastrrn  Canadian  markets  are  closed  to  him. 
He  pays  for  it  when  exports  are  affected. 
What  some  have  called  the  one-way  nature 
of  commerce  m Canada  -that  which  drains 
everything  toward  the  east — ^is  operating 
every  hour  of  the  day.  and  on  every  day  of 
the  year.  In  their  incidence,  freight  rates  arc 
pan  of  the  national  economy  and  must  be 
considered  as  such  How  long  will  British 
Columbia  have  to  "pay  for  the  m«'upi.unv 
alonef 

Immigriilion 

No  country  can  lemporiM  succrsslutiv 
With  a major  policy  such  as  immigration  It 
it  fairly  obvious  that  the  present  administra 
lion  at  Ottawa  has  been  trying  to  do  that 
over  a considerable  period  of  time  Fhe 
results  have  not  been  fortunate.  Neither  the 
British  Empire  nor  other  nations  in  the  world 
know  precisely  what  to  expect  of  Canada; 
W'hether  the  door  it  to  be  open,  half  open  or 
shut.  Meanwhile  such  evidences  of  policy  it 
have  trickled  out  ol  Ottawa  have  been  both 
conflicting  and  confusing  Not  even  Cana- 
dians know  what  the  policy  is 

In  a w'orld  of  rhe  stresses  that  exist  today 
•uch  a state  of  affairs  should  not  be  left  to 
drift.  Canada  at  a young  nation  should  be 
able  to  sav  what  her  attitude  is  going  to  be 
towards  the  rest  of  the  world  A trickle  of 
Poles,  a trickle  of  Neiherlandcrs,  a lew  Brii- 
ish  wives  or  Danish  farmers  make  only  a 
thm  stream  hardly  enough  to  offset  rhe 
wastages  cause']  by  natural  deaths  in  this 
country.  When  some  of  these  migrations  are 
connected  with  indentured  labor,  the  case  be- 
comes even  more  difficult  to  understand. 

Any  Government  vested  with  the  leader 
ship  of  this  nation  has  a dutv  to  perform, 
and  that  is  to  lead.  We  tugges^  that  the  pres 
ent  administration  is  not  leading  m rhe  mat- 
ter ol  immigration,  hut  drifting  I hat  action 
will  please  neither  Canadians  at  home  nor 
the  world  abroad.  It  is  undignified  and  un- 
just in  view  ol  the  spt'cial  position  this  coun- 
try occupies  in  the  world.  Everybody  knows 
that  no  nation  ran  maintain  a human  vac- 
uum in  a world  hard  pressed  for  its  daily 
bread. 

A sound  immigration  policy  based  on  the 
principle  of  selection  and  human  opportunity 
IS  long  overdue  7 he  patchwork  quill  form
